When the carbon dioxide gas has expended itself and 
snow no longer forms in the applicator sleeve, unscrew 



















the upper body of the machine (clear plastic) from the 
lower body (black plastic part). (See Figure 5.) Take 
the applicator sleeve out of the machine, using care not 
to spill any of the snow from it and then pack the snow 
to the desired hardness by means of the applicator 
plunger (see Figure 6). The pencil of dry icc in the 
applicator is now ready for use. 

When applying the snow to the lesion, hold the appli¬ 
cator between the first two lingers, as you would a 
cigarette, and place the thumb on the end of the plunger. 

The snow should not be forced out of the 
applicator as the active tip is always in 
contact with the lesion because of the 
normal pressure exerted in treatment. 

Cleaning Instructions 

Flic revised Kidde Dry Ice machine 
meters llie flow of gas by means of a 
metal disc with a metering bole which is 
located underneath the piercing pin 
hushing. This metal disc has made it 
possible to eliminate the former meter¬ 
ing tube or nozzle. 

The need for cleaning is readily indicated by an 
appreciable slowing up of the formation of carbon diox¬ 
ide snow in the applicator sleeve.
